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Kent Floor Machine Attachments and Accessories 

No. 1 Fibre Scrubbing Brush —For scrubbing hardward floors 
and for scrubbing and shampooing carpets and rugs. 

No. 2 Wax Spreading Brush —For spreading wax on all 
kinds of floors. 

No. S Tampico Polishing Brush —For polishing all kinds of 
floors, floor coverings, furniture tops, etc. 

No. k Steel Wire Brush —For heavy scrubbing on all kinds 
of floors. Used with a steel wool pad for scrubbing all kinds 
of marble, tile and terrazzo floors. Used for removing of 
paint, shellac, or varnish from floors preparatory to refin¬ 
ishing. 

No. 5 Sandpaper Disc —With 18 sheets of sandpaper in 
three grades—coarse, medium and fine. For smoothing new 
floors and for sanding old floors, furniture tops, etc. 

No. 6 Polishing Pad —Gives an unusually high polish and 
lustre to polished floors and other polished surfaces. 

No. 7 Pumice Pad —Thick, heavy, wool felt pad for use with 
water and pumice in removing stains from hardwood and 
tile floors. Also for rubbing down furniture. 

No. 9 Carborundum Disc —For grinding down marble and 
terrazzo floors. 

No. 10 Floor Squeegee With Rubber Edge —For pushing 
dirty water from scrubbed floor into water pan. 

No. 11 Water Pan —For gathering up dirty water from floor.
